federal soldier captured is

caught near Ixtapec were

on a rack. Then Indians with sharp 
knives pared off the bottoms of their 
feet after which the soldiers 
were 


forced to walk long-distances.

Line 275 Miles Long—Constructed In 


Accorance With 
Treaties 
Of 


Chili and Bolivia.

La Pax, Bolivia, Aug. 6.—Two im- 


portant events in the history of Bol- 
ivia were celebrated throughout the 
republic today, the anniversary of the 
independance of Bolivia La Paz. The 
line, which is 275 miles long, has 
been constructed in accordance with 
treaty arrangements entered into be- 
tween the Chilean and Bolivian gov- 
ernments in 1904. The work was ac- 
tually begun by the former govern- 
ment, but in April, 1909, a British 
firm undertook to complete the line 
and supply the rolling stock for $2, 
950,000. The time named in the con- 
tract was three years, an extremely 
short period in view of the great en- 
gineering difficulties that had to be 
overcome in building the line which 
crosses the Andes at an altitude of 
14,000 feet above sea level.

future,'' and "we should undertake the 
complete developmest and control of

just as we have undertaken the work 
of building the Panama Canal." 


Alaska. 


"In Alaska the Government has an 


opportunity of starting in what is al- 
most a fresh field, to work out various 
problems by actual experiment.'1 II 
should at once construct,

operate all the railways in Alaska; it 
should keep the fee of all coal-fields 
and allow them to be 
operated by 


lessee with the condition in the lease 
that non-use shall operate as a forfeit:

ourselves; 


American coastwise vessels 
should 


pass through the Canal free, for this 
would be no discrimination 
against 


foreign nations and would 
give us 


reasonable competition with transcon- 
tinental railways. 
No foreign treaty 


should be entered into which we do 
not mean scrupulously to observe in 
every particular. 


Conclusion. 


In summing up the.specific policies 


expounded in his duties 
Mr. Roose- 


velt spoke as follows: 


"Now, friends, this is my confession 


of faith. I have made it rather long 
because I wish you to know just what 


people. When on any point I did not 
have that backing, when on any point 
I differed from the people, it mattered 
not whether I was right or whether 
I was wrong, my power vanished. I 
tried my best to lead the people, to 
advise them, to tell them what 
I 


thought was right; if necessary, 
I 


never hesitated to tell them what I 
thought they ought to 
hear, 
even 


though I thought it would be unpleas- 
ant for them to hear U; but I recog- 
nized that my task was to try to lead 
them and not to drive them, to take 
them into my confidence, to try to 
show them that I was right, and then 
loyally and in good faith 
to accept 


their decision. I will do anything for 
the people except what my conscience 
tells me is wrong, and that I can do 
for no man and no set of men; I hold 
that a man cannot serve 
the people 


well unless he serves his conscience 
but I hold also that where his 
con- 


science bids him refuse to do what the 
people desire, he should not try to con- 
tinue in office against their will'. Our 
Government system 
should 
be so 


shaped that the pnbilc servant, when 
he cannot conscientiously carry 
out 


the best wishes of the people, shall 
at their desire leave his office and not. 
misreprensent them in office; 
and I 


hold that the public servant can by so 
doing, better than in any other way, 
serve both them and his conscience. 


Six weeks ago, here in Chicago, I 


spoke of the honest representatives of 
a Convention, which was not domi- 
nated by honest men; a Convention 
wherein sat, alas! a majority of men 
who, 
with sneering indifference 
to 


every principle of right, so acted as to 
bring to a shameful end a party which 
had been founded over half a century 
ago, by men in whose souls 
burned 


the lire of lofty endeavor. Now 
to 


you men, who, in your 
turn, 
have 


borne together to spend and be spent 
in the endless crusade against wrong, 
to you who face the 
future resolute 


and confident, to you who 
strive in 


a spirit of brotherhood for the bet- 
terment of our Nation, to you who gird 
yourselves for this great new fight in 
the neverending warfare for the good 
of humankind, I say in closing what 
in that speech I said in closing: We 
stand at Armageddon, and we battle 
for the Lord."

where to get plenty of help. 


"The shortage of common laborers 


is a serious problem in many sections 
of the state," he said. "The Wiscon- 
sin free employment offices were de- 
signed by the industrial commission 
to meet just such situations as well 
as to help the idle workman to find 
employment 
quickly. . Tlie 
officers 


are helping out many employers not 
only in the cities where they are lo- 
cated but also in distant parts of the 
state. Employers are advised to take 
advantage of these facilities to 
get 


help. The best way is to send a re- 
presentative to the offices -who can 
personally pick out his men. 


"It is not possible to supply all the 


demand for common laborers, but em- 
ployers can secure a good many by 
getting in touch with the free employ- 
ment offices, especially with the office 
in Milwaukee, where several hundred 
laborers may be found 
every day. 


Railroad and construction companies 
and several machine shops and foun- 
dries now send agents down- to the 
Milwaukee office almost every day and 
they are able to pick up crews of from 
20 to 30 men: Advertisements, news 
items and communications are now ap- 
pearing in the press almost daily tell- 
ing of the shortage of labor in various 
sections of Wisconsin, and still 
the 


laborers do not come. The 
demand 


will be at least partly met by applica- 
tion to the free employment offices.

the C. S. Putnam store by the Rock 
County Telephone company to dem- 
onstrate the system the installation 
of which they are contemplating. 


An exchange board with ten in- 


struments 
connected constitute the 


apparatus on 
exhibition. 
The one 


board is large enough to serve a him 
dred telephones if they were connect- 
ed, however. The method of operath>_ 
is very simple and is explained in 
several minutes to visitors. A small 
dial on each instrument is operated 
by the person, desiring to call a num 
•her after the receiver is taken down. 
The connection is made automatical- 
ly without the need of a central op- 
erator and the bell of 
the 
instru- 


ment called rings intermittently un- 
til some one removes the receiver or 
until the party calling hangs up the 
receiver which breaks 
the connec- 


tion. When the line is busy notifica- 
tion is made by a buzzing in the re- 
ceiver. 


Should the system be established 


by the local company it would mean 
the abolition of central operators :is 
all that is needed is an expert elec- 
trician to take charge of the switch- 
boards and keep them in running or- 
der. Operators for the long distances 
and information departments would 
be all that would be required. 


There have been many visitors at 


the Putnam store during the past 
two days to see the working of the 
system. Nearly all are favorably im 
pressed and the signatures of those 
who favor the adoption' of the system 
are being taken to secure an expres- 
sion from the Janesville public. It is 
estimated that the installation would 
cost between $70,000 and $80,000 and 
would mean a slight increase in the 
rate to the subscribers. The demon-

CORRUPTPRACTICE 


ACT COMPLICATION 


Failure of Two Candidates to File Ex- 


pense Accounts Presents a 


Peculiar Situation.' 


Several interesting phases of 
the 


corrupt practices 
act passed at the 


state legislature and amended at the 
special session in 1912, were brought 
out yesterday when 
it was 
learned 


that two of the candidates on the rev 
publican ticket at the September .pri- 
mary had failed to, file statements'of 
their-expense accounts with the county 
clerk. The two men in question were 
John T. Atkinson, candidate for county 
clerk, and John Lynch, candidate for 
sheriff. 


According to1 the amended law every 


candidate shall file with his 
filing 


office, for the above candidates 
the 


county clerk, within four days ending 
on the second Saturday after the first 
expense, expressed or implied, 
has 


been incurred, and within four days 
ending on the second Saturday of each 
calendar month, a financial statement 
vari.fied on the oath of the candidate. 
Another section of the amendments, to 
the act says: "The name of a candi- 
date chosen at a primary or otherwise 
shall not be certified or printed on 
the 
official ballot for 
the ensuing 


elections, unless there has been filed 
by or on behalf of such 
candidate 


the. statements 
of accounts and ex- 


penses relating to . nominations re- 
quired by this act up to the time of 
such certification." 


It appeared that neither Mr. Atkin- 


son nor Mr. Lynch had 
filed state- 


ments with the county clerk although 
both had been in the field and had ad- 
mittedly spent money to secure their 
nominations for periods longer 
than 


two weeks. 


The law also provides that the filing 


officer shall- notify 
the 
candidates 


who have failed to file statements and 
if they do not then fulfill the require- 
ments of the law, he shall notify the 
district attorney who 
will at once 


start prosecution against the offending | 
candidate. 
. . 
j 


The amendment to the law contains 


a provision, however, that a candidate 
who has failed to file his 
account 


may within a certain time secure an 
order from any court of record set- 
ting forth the facts with relation to 
the omission of filing 
the account 


and that the financial statement with 
the court order may then be 
filed 


without any disqualification to 
the 


candidate. 
It was thought that both 


Messrs. Atkinson and Lynch, had over- 
stepped this time limit Ixit it was fin- 
ally decided to extend to them the pri- 
vilege of securing such an order 
as j 


it .was evident that both were acting < 
in good faith in regard to the affair. 
| 


The candidates affected stated 
as' 


their reason for not filing statements 
that they were unacquainted with the 
terms of the law which also provides 
that "blanks for ail statements 
re- 


quired by this section slia.ll be pre- 
pared by the secretary of state and 
copies thereof, together with a copy 
of this act, sbull. be furnished through 
the county clerk or otherwise, to every 
candidate upon the filing of nomina- 
tion papers, and to all other persons 
required by law to file such statements 
who may apply therefor." 


Consequently both of the candidates 


secured orders from Judge Sale yes- 
terday and were allowed to file ex- 
pense statements 
with 
the county 


clerk. The whole 
matter was 
the 


cause for considerable discussion as 
to the terms of the law and its inter- 
pretation, all of which indicated that 
the act was rather obscure as to some 
points.

Pulverized iron ore adds largely to 
plant growth because it increased the 
electric current. 


The life force of plants, the elec- 


tric current comes from space, car- 
ries plant food and enters the plant 
through the'top surface of the leaves, 
depositing the plant food where need- 
ed. The electric current passes into 
the earth. Gases that are generated 
in the plant by the current and not. 
used by the plant pass up the outer 
sect'ons of the stem and out of the 
plant through the under surface of 
the leaves and this is called the re- 
spiration or breathing process of the 
plant.

NICE DESSERTS. 


, A most delicious baked apple 13 a 
dessert which la' both wholesome and 
appetizing. 
It would seem that there 


was not much more to learn 5n the art 
of baking apples, but try these: Wash 
and prepare the fruit for baking by 
scooping out the stem and making a 
hollow, by getting out as much of the 
core without going through to the blos- 
som end. The well that is left 
is 


filled with sugar, a bit of butter and 
a tablespoonful of water. Pour water 
around the fruit and bake as usual.

THE "SAVE THE BABIES" 


MOVEMENT. 


I do not know just when this move- 


ment first started, nor when it be- 
:ame 
a national movement, however 


I am sure it has been within the last 
ew years. 


Some years ago a few of the states 


and a number of the larger cities be- 


an to gather birth and death statis- 


tics. 
These statistics showed an ap- 


palling death rate in infants and in 
children under two years. 
A search 


for the cause was immediately be- 
gun. 
As a result of this investiga- 


tion the "Child Welfare Campaign" 
was started. 
About this time there 


came into existence "The American 
Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention, of Infant Mortality." 
This 


issociatiori has for its object: 
"The 


Improvement of social conditions, the 
public control of sources of infection, 
education for parenthood, the educa- 
tion of mothers in the essentials oi: 
personal hygiene and of infant feed- 
ing, 
the encouragement of. maternal 


nursing." 


The growth and development o£ 


these various movements has been 
phenomenal. The public has caught 
Lheir significance, as is evidenced by 
.he immense interest that is taken in 
these various movements, for instance 
a national interest was manifested in 
Jie child welfare exhibit which was 
leld at, the Coliseum in Chicago a 
'ew months ago. 


It is now conceded 
by the best 


authorities 
on the subject of pre- 


ventive medicine that the 
diseases 


and conditions which are responsible 
ior the appalling mortality ot infants 
and children are preventable. 
The 


first and foremost factor in this cam- 
paign is-the education oC the public.. 


Quoting from the mortality statis- 


tics of the Department of Commerce 


and 
Labor, 
under 
the 
heading, 


"Causes of Death," we find that for 
infants under 1 and 2 years of age 
that died in 1910, diarrhoea and en- 
teritis constituted the most important 
cause of death. To be exact, the per- 
centage was 37.6%. According to the 
report of the department of health of 
the city of Chicago, we 
find 
that 


diarrhea! diseases caused 30.6%' ot 
the deaths among children under -2 
years of age. 
Including other dis- 


eases of the digestive system as con- 
vulsions and, gastritis, the percentage 
is 36.9%, making the percentage the 
highest by far, of any other cause ot 
infant mortality. 
Diarrheal diseases 


ave 
easily preventable. 
Statistics 


prove that it is In the first year of. the 
child's life that the greatest number 
of deaths occur. This is contrary to 
the general supposition that the sec- 
ond summer is the most trying one 
of the child's life. 
Since improper 


food, improper feeding and insanitary 
surroundings are the causes of these 
diseases, the prevention lies in edu- 
cating the mothers and -those re- 
sponsible for the welfare of the child.- 
The department of health of the city 
of Chicago maintains a school of san- 
itary instruction which is open to the 
public. This 
department has 
only 


been organized a little more than two 
years, but the work it has already ac: 
complished is quite noticeable in the 
lowering of the infant mortality rate. 


It is hoped that the health depart- 


ments of the smaller cities will fol- 
low i Chicago's example.' 
This paper 


stands 'ready, through this depart- 
ment, to offer any assistance iu its 
power by way oE suggestion towards 
this end.

partment is co-operating with 
the 


state board of public affairs • in 
study of the proposed movement. He 
said: 


"Some of the criticisms of the pro- 


posed land and immigration plans of 
the public affairs board astonish me 
"because of the ignorance displayed 
and the dog in the manger spirit. 
Some kind of state control 
or aid 


must come if immigrants will remain 
in the state instead of going to Can- 
ada. We must do what Canada is do- 
ing in order to. compete at all.

open up these opportunities. Most of 
the stump land is fertile land, and 
the people of Wisconsin 
have the use of it."

Dr. McCarthy noted that some ot 


the provinces of eastern Canada have 
taken steps 
to provide systems ot 


state aid to farmers, and that Ontario 
has appropriated $5,000,000 - to pro- 
mote the settlement of the northern 
part of that province where there are 
1G.000,000 acres of- fertile, unoccupied 
land. Conditions in-northern Ontario 
are described as much like those in 
upper Wisconsin. 'Canada'-has been 
forced to resort to. these programs ol 
state aid by the competition of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand for settlers 
in Great Britain. ". 


"If the people of New Zealand can 


manage a system like this," concluded 
Dr. McCarthy, "and do it successfully 
under a democratic form of govern- 
ment, the people -'of Wisconsin can 
surely be trusted to do something to- 
ward the solution of their land prob- 
lem. In fact, we have-'got'to do it 
or the immigrant will pass on to Can- 
ada where they do provide for him.'

Leonidas was a Spartan hero who 


earned a large bronze monument by 
holding the pass of Thermopylae with 
three hundred men nnd a shoestring. 


Leonidas was king ot Sparta at the

a. small, irritable 
country about the 
size of ;i Florida 
town site, but It 
was never step- 
ped 
upon 
with 


any success. The 
male 
population 


lived on cayenne 
pepper and rare 
beefsteak 
a n d 


practiced

a 


day. 
Every once 


in a while some 
foreign potentate 
would make up his mind to tie Sparln 
to his chariot wheels and subdue her 
proud spirit, but 
he invariably re- 


turned, home and kicked himself into 
a-state of sweet somnolence. 


Along about 480 B. C. Xerxes, king 


o£ Persia, became offended at some- 
thing Sparta had said and decided to 
annex her in a hostile tone of voice. 
He accordingly rounded up a neat lit- 
tle army of 2,000,000 men and headed 
for the Grecian archipelago, which 
was about in the same place it is 
now. 


Xerxes did not get far before he 


ran into the pass of Thermopylae, 
which was a, short cut between the 
mountains wide enough to allow two 
thiii men to pass each other without 
being, telescoped. Here Xerxes found 
Leonidas drawn up in battle array, 
defying the whole Persian army in 
some of the rudest Greek adjectives 
ever used.

- Xerxes took the affair as a joke un- 
til Leonidas had spitted a few thou- 
sand Persian husbands on his trusty 
sword, when he concluded that this 


was increasing the pension roll too 
fast and hired the only crooked Spar- 
tan ever discovered to lead his army 
through a pass in the mountains un- 
til he could get in Leonidas' rear. 


When Leonidas discovered that he 


was surrounded he mounted a stump 
and announced, that, it was his pres- 
ent intention to die with his boots on, 
of words to that effect. He thereupon 
gave his three hundred men a nice 
course dinner, and after adjusting his 
boots charged 
the 
entire 
Persian 


army, which filled him so full of ar- 
rows that he had to be pin-feathered 


before being removed to the family 
residence. 


Leonidas' name became at once' a 


household word, and autographs and 
kodak pictures of the deceased were 
eagerly 
sought 
after. 
His 
death 


aroused so much indignation that the 
Spartans rose up and threw Xerxes 
across the Hellespont with chagrin 
written all over his profile. Leonidas 
did not die in vain, as .he was furn- 
ished the impassioned high school 
graduate with some ol.' the most livid 
eloquence'and weirl rhetoric ever un- 
corked from an opera house stage.
